Galileo. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : - -Yourcorrespon­ 
dent, when a college boy, remembers 
to have hoard Dr. John Lord, more 
than twenty years ago, deliver «course 
of historical lectures. 
Dr. Lord, as 1 remember him, was at 
that time most fascinating in m anner 
and matter. 
H« must be quite old, 
now, as lie seemed full grown nttlm t 
time, and appeared to have fully 
thrown ofF that gosling sort of carri­ 
age and habit which never entirely de­ 
serts one under thirty-five. 
The following extract 
from tlie 
Vhrmfcle'* report of his report of Gul- 
lileo, in the issue ot the 8th of Octo­ 
ber, 1673, seems so characteristically 
Califoruiish that it amused me, and I 
ienturetoa.sk you to reprint it as an 
example of how refreshingly im pertin­ 
ent the youngful journalists of this 
youngest “daughter of the association 
nave become to all we have been accus­ 
tomed to esteem reverend and sacred: 
Having exhausted the lists of Gal­ 
ileo’s inventions and discoveries in the 
realm of science, the lecturer brought 
Ids lecture dowu to the period of the 
philosopher's skirmish with the eccle­ 
siastic 
smooth-bores 
of the 
ago. 
With his discovery of the spots on the 
disc of the sun, aiul the revolution of 
the sun, in the opinion of the lecturer, 
Galileo achieved the zenith of his 
fame, and then began his great misfor­ 
tunes. 
In consequence of his uncom­ 
promising boldness with which he as­ 
saulted errors and disregarded com­ 
monly accepted authority hi m atters of 
science, “ all classes of l’oes marshaled 
against him; the temporizing Jesuits, 
the political churchmen and the whole 
swarm of timid, narrow-minded, dog­ 
matic, envious priest 
entered in­ 
to 
an 
alliance 
to 
secure 
his 
ruin,” pretending that they saw in his 
arguments an attack on their religious 
doctrines. 
The enemies of Galileo 
were determined that he should be 
persecuted and crippled and therefore 
laid 
their 
complaints 
before 
the 
highest tribunal. 
They alarmed the 
Inquistion and busily employed them ­ 
selves in collecting evidence. 
The lecturer did not think it was 
Galileo’s doctrnes that offended the 
age so much as the manner in which 
he assailed popular prejudices with 
ridicule and sarcasm. The summon­ 
ing of Galileo before the Cardinals at 
Rome, his trial and sentence, and his 
recantation 
of his doctrines, were 
next alluded to, and his disgraceful 
dlijuration of the scientific principles 
he had elucidated were commented on 
in very severe terms. The speaker 
was very hard on the life-loving old 
philosopher for prctferring length of 
days to a first-class martyrdom for 
scientific truth, although he udmitted 
that the persecution of Galileo was 
not any worse than many others In 
Catholic and Protestant countries. 
He did not condemn any church be­ 
cause Galileo was persecuted. 
He be­ 
lieved that intolerance had been com­ 
mon to hum an nature. Tlie Cardinal 
Inquisitors were not any worse than 
the 
Puritans 
when 
they 
burned 
witches; they were simply more cun­ 
ning and accomplished. 
Let Galileo’s 
persecutors pass with others. 
He 
spoke of it only to remind us how 
weak we were. 
The lecturer concluded with a high- 
strung peroration on the good time 
present and to come. 


Grapes as Food. 


Men can live and work on grapes 
and bread. 
The peasants of France, 
.Spain ami Italy, make m an y a satisr 
tying meal in this way, and of the 
wliolesoineness of the diet there can 
be no doubt. Medical men constantly 
recommend the use of grapes for their 
patients. 
Scarcely any plant can 
equal the vine as regards the beauty 
of its leaves and fruit. 
As a covering 
for bare walls nnd for affording shelter 
and shade, it is a climber of the first 
rank. 
To sit under one’s own vine 
has in all ages been considered an 
acme of rural happiness, an emblem of 
peace, a a symbol of plenty, and a pic­ 
ture of contentment. That pleasure, 
though perhaps not In all its fullness, 
may become the heritage of thousands 
in these temperate climes. 
Neither 
our latitude, longitude, nor leaden 
skie9, nor erratic climate forbid the 
growth of the grapevine throughout 
the larger portion of the kingdom. In 
many districts its fruit will ripen more 
or less perfectly. 
In almost all it 
would ripen sufficiently to be useful 
for eating or wine making. 
Even 
green grapes are useful for conversion 
into vinegar, for making tarts, wine, 
etc. 
Ripe grapes are universally es­ 
teemed. No one tires of them. If any 
declined to eat their own grapes, or 
grew more than were needed for home 
consumption, there is a ready market 
in most neighborhoods for grapes at 
from fourpence to a shilling a pound, 
according to quality. Thus cottages 
might make or save the rent mauy 
limes over. 
I know many cottage- 
gardens in which the vine or vines are 
not only their chief ornaments, but 
the main source of profit. 
These 
might he multiplied up and down the 
country to infinity. As a means of in­ 
creasing their number, I would sug­ 
gest that prizes ho offered by all cot- 
tage-gurden societies for the best train­ 
ed and most fruitful grapevines on cot­ 
tages. I have known this done to such 
excellent effect that the vines became 
models of both; and such a spirit of 
emulation was stirred up that one la­ 
borer had paid another two days of 
his wages to do un his vine for him. 
There need be no fear of an excessive 
sqpply; neither are ripe grapes so per- 
isnable as fruits. Cut with a piece of 
wood attached, aud placed in bottles 
of water, or even suspended in a dry 
room, the ripe fruit will keep good fur 
months, uudeven improve hy keeping.

Bishop remains the last of that great 
school of vocalists which began with 
8 tornee nearly a hundred years ago.

— George E. Fifield, of South 
Newmarket, N. H., has been build­ 
ing, for a few years past, a novel class 
of locomotives for the wooden-track 
railways in the lumber regions of 
Georgia. They are only six tons in 
weight, and have very large cylinders 
for so light machines. The capacity 
for carrying water and fuel is very 
great, the whole 
forming a very 
unique and serviceable machine, one 
of them being able to do the work of 
thirty mules easily.

rivers and lines of railroads all through 
the South is driving the lumbermen 
deeper into the forests to supply the 
demand for a m aterial almost indis­ 
pensable for heavy bridges, cars and 
floors throughout the country.

A Tale that has a Moral. 
By a strange comedy of errors, the 
following dispatch occurred in yester­ 
day’s paper: 
S an B u e n a v e n t u r a , Oct. 14.

The Election. 
Yesterday passed off quietly in the 
city. A moderately heavy vote was 
cast. The results have in many cases 
been a surprise even to those within 
the circles. Not all the precincts in 
the county have been heard from, 
but enough to determine the general 
result. McKee the Democratic nomi­ 
nee has a majority in the city above 
both competitors, and in the county 
he has undoubtedly a considerable 
plurality — say 500. Sepulveda is 
elected District Judge by over 1,000 
majority, and O’Melveny is the com­ 
ing County Judge, by from 400 to 600 
majority. In this city the Justices 
elect are tin* old incumbents; they 
run away ahead.

OUR INDUSTRIES. 


T int ID lsiiicss oi U i'a p c -tY llsh tiig . 


The work of crushing g ra p e s for 
wine, now going on, is of great inter­ 
est. 
A visit to the establishment of 
Mathew Keller, two days ago, found 
some 25 men engaged in tills industry. 
The grape-crusher is a large machine, 
not unlike a threshing machine, and is 
run by steam power. 
Títere were 16 
Indians and about eight white men, 
all working hard; some feeding, others 
separating stalks, 
shovelling skins, 
and so 011. 
The grapes go into tin* mouth of the 
monster in a most unceremonious way. 
Two men cannot carry the boxes up 
fast enough to satisfy its enormous 
craving for grupos, and it consumes, 
with apparent satisfaction, a wagon 
load of two tons in about In minutes. 
Mr. Keller has as yet bought 110 grapes, 
and was merely crushing the “Mission 
Grapes,” from his apper vineyard. 
Lust year the machine ran seven 
weeks, and it would take tlie lightning 
calculator several lives to find out the 
amount of grapes that entered that 
thirsty crusher's jaws during that time. 
Monsieur Edward Itochelot lias en­ 
tire charge of tlie practical portion of 
the busines, and the H k k a d d is in­ 
debted to his kind 
explanations for 
tliis article. The bead business man 
under Mr. Keller, is also the Secretary 
of the Turnverein, Mr. Marxsen, an 
able and t alentcd gentleman. 
No at­ 
tempt to describe the process w ill be 
made in these columns, but merely 
matters of interest noted that attract­ 
ed the attention of the reporter during 
a hasty visit. 
As the mass of skins, juice and stalks 
comes rushing out headlong from the 
opposite: side of the crusher, it is met 
by four men. 
Two of them shovel up 
the skins and allow t lie juice to tlow otf 
through taldcs into the vats, while one 
bare-armed Indian, up to his eyes al­ 
most in grape-juice, plunges in amid 
the slush and separates the stalks from 
the skins. 
The skins are all used over 
again, because it is their second fer­ 
mentation which gives the red wine its 
color. 
Outside the shed were immense 
vats, seething and bubbling in the 
sunlight as the process of fermentation 
went on. 
No more practical idea of 
wine-making can be gained than by 
paying a visit to this factory. One can 
see the grapes piled in the wagons 
coining out all mangled 
from the 
crusher, and the juice pumped up into 
the vats prepared to receive it. 
W ine 
of every color, kind and age may be 
seen undergoing the various processes 
to whicli it is submitted by nature and 
science. 
Not the least pleasant part of 
tlie business is, after everything lias 
been viewed and explained, to sip a 
glass of clear, dry liock or sherry in the 
cool cellars attached. 
Then a convic­ 
tion of t lie practical nature of the work 
impresses itself more than ever 011 the 
visitor, and he will probably retire 
agreeing with St. Paul, that wine is 
good for the stomach’s sake and our in­ 
firmities, and that, used in moderation, 
it is as grout a blessing to mankind us 
its abuse is a curse.

Violation or the Neutrality Laws Es­ 
cape or a Desperado Arisona News. 
S a n D iego, Oct. 15. 
The election was quiet. A fair vote 
was polled. Rolfe, for District Judge, 
has 21 majority in the city, including 
Old Town. McKee, for Supreme Judge, 
has 20 majority over Dwinelle. L. B. 
Wilson and John R. Porter elected Jus­ 
tices of the Peace. 
To-day's Union says It is reported 
that the Lower California officials who 
arrested the notorious thief, Lopez, on 
this side of the line, have been arrest­ 
ed by the Lower California authorities 
for a violation of international law, 
and that Lopez was permitted to es­ 
cape from his captors. He returned to 
this county, and was rearrested and de­ 
livered to the Lower California offi­ 
cials in proper manner. 
Private advices from Yuma state 
that Judge Berry, ot Northern Arizo­ 
na, has purchased the Yuma Sentinel 
from C. L. Minor. 
The Yuma court-house lias been 
completed, and accepted by the Super­ 
visors. It is the finest court-house in 
the Territory. 


The Empress Eugenie Interviewed. 
A correspondent of the New York 
World, who states that he he has in­ 
terviewed the Empress at Chiselhurst, 
reports as follows: I said, “1 fear that, 
if even the monarchy be restored un­ 
der Henry V., France will not have 
seen the end of her troubles.” “You 
are right,” said the Empress. “ How 
can a fusion like that which has just 
taken place in France stand against 
the intrigues and plotting of men who 
are determined at all risks to get power 
for themselves, no matter what it costs 
the country in bloodshed and misery V” 
“But," said I, “that is not the difficul­ 
ty. Does your Majesty believe that, 
even supposing the Count de Clium- 
bord and the Count de Paris to be en­ 
emies, the two parties of Legitimists 
and Orleanists can ever really agree 
and amalgamate?” “Jamais, never,” 
answered the Empress, with more en­ 
ergy than she had hitherto shown; 
“they may, and probably will agree— 
will agree not to differ—so long as they 
stand in face of the common enemy, 
the red Republic. But no sooner will 
the latter have retired from the field 
than the partisans, if not the chiefs, 
must disagree. One thing alone could 
save the monarchy that we are told 
will ere long be proclaimed in France.” 
“What may that be, your Majesty?” 
I asked. “A deplorable but almost 
necessary event tor the continuation 
of the Fusionist Monarchy,” answered 
the Empress, would be that shortly af­ 
ter Henry V. came to the throne, he 
should abdicate or die, and then his 
successor, being the Count de Paris, he 
would at once become King, and there 
could be no further question of a differ­ 
ent branch. The Orleans family have 
ever been a cunning and a selfish race. 
Even now in the fusion they have got 
the best of the bargain.” “Why so?” 
I asked. “Because it is the first step 
in everything that is difficult. In re­ 
establishing the monarchy the chief 
difficulty will be at the first. For this 
they will make use of the Count de 
Chumbord to bear the first brunt of the 
change—to draw the chesnuts from the 
fire. If he fails, the Orleanists will not 
feel the loss; if he is successful, they 
will reap the fruits of success in the in­ 
heritance of their own family to the 
crown of France.” 


In s tru m e n t fo r T e stin g C olor 
B lin d n e ss.—A German has invented 
an instrument for testing color blind­ 
ness. It consists of a rotating appara­ 
tus, which moves a disc whose centre 
is a circle, one-half black, and the 
other half white; outside this isa ring 
half red and half green, and then ano­ 
ther ring of violet and red, then the 
outside ring of violet and green. 
When rapidly rotated the centre ap­ 
peared to be colored grey that Is, 
black and white mixed. To a green- 
blind person the middle ring will ap­ 
pear gray, that being the result to 
Dim of a mixture of violet uiul red. 
The outer ring will appear gray to a 
red-blind patient, and the inner, gray 
to the violet-blind. By the use of this 
most ingenious instrument a large 
number of patients may be simulta­ 
neously examined for one or more 
kinds of color-blindness.
